Cancel claims 1-11,16-18 and 20. 

Amend claim 12, part 3): delete "position 1368" and substitute therefor - - -a 
position corresponding to position 1368 of SEQ ID No. 1 — . 
Add the following new claim: 

21. The method of claim 12 wherein the mutated laminin y2-encoding nucleic 
acid has a cytosine insert at position 1368 of SEQ ID No. 1. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Tryggvason 
et al. do not teach the mutation at position 1368 of SEQ ID No. 1 as diagnostic of 
epidermolysis bullosa; they teach other mutations instead. The language "a position 
corresponding to position 1368 of SEQ ID No. 1" in claim 1 is intended to encompass 
sequences not exactly identical to SEQ ID No. 1 that still encode laminin y2 within the 
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scope of the claims. This recognizes the fact that different animals have differing 
sequences of proteins and DNA that still exhibit the corresponding functions; an 
example of this is an allelic variant.
